Robinson said a court martial 
transcript reveals the captured men 
were given an opportunity to avoid 
serious punishment if they admitted ac- 
ting under orders from senior officers in 
Australia.

The 10 were taken to Singapore for in- 
terrogation while soldiers searched for 
the others. 

For more than two months the three 


men evaded the Japanese and, according 


to records, paddled more than 4000km in 
a small canoe, trying to make it back to 
Australia. 

Within 500 miles of Darwin, while try- 
ing to go ashore on a tiny island, two of 
the men were reportedly taken by 


sharks. The third — Lt “Blondie” 
Sargent — made it and was taken in by 
islanders. 


Later, he was discovered by Japanese 


troops and transported to Singapore. 

On July 7, 1945, the captured com- 
mandos were beheaded. The Japanese 
considered this an honorable way to die 
— a death sentence reserved only for 
heroes. 

Producer of the film, Lee Robinson, 


said there would be little if any deviation 


from the facts of Operation Rimau. 
Speaking to TV WEEK from Singapore 
just before filming, he said: ‘‘We have a 


lot of material that has never been 
released before and we'll present the 


story exactly as it happened.’’

A DARING commando raid on 


Singapore Harbor by Australian and 


British soldiers during World War II 
is being told in Southern Cross, a 
new $5 million feature film. 

An Australian-Japanese co- 
production, it is about the ill-fated ex- 
ploits of The Krait, a converted fishing 
boat, which entered the heavily guard- 
ed harbor to mine Japanese ships. 

Filming began last week on location in 
Singapore, Tokyo and Sydney, with top 
Australian and J apanese actors taking 
part. 

Australians appearing in the film in- 
clude Tony Bonner, George Mallaby, 
Michael Aitken, Steve Bisley, Harold 
Hopkins, John Ley and Gary Waddell. 

Top Japanese actors Atsuo Nakamura 
and Kinya Kitaoji have also been signed. 

. Southern Cross will tell the story of the 
23 commandos who died after their mis- 
sion was aborted. 

The harbor was an almost im- 
penetrable base for Japan’s warships 
during WWII. 

In 1943, a year after Singapore’s fall, 
the 14 commandos aboard The Krait sail- 
ed through enemy lines and under a 
cover of darkness entered the harbor and 
used time-delay limpet mines to destroy 
six ships. 

The men made a dramatic escape from 
enemy waters and were hailed as heroes. 

In 1945 a similar raid was planned — 
Operation Rimau. 

This time the 23 commandos were 
detected before they came within strik- 
ing distance. | 

Near Borneo, they scuttled the 
Chinese junk they had commandeered

THEATRE DIRECTOR Malcolm 
Blaycock. 
MASSIVE LOSS of productions, jobs 
and all other aspects of live theatre 
could result from Federal Govern- 
ment cutbacks. 

So far eight theatres have been depriv- 
ed of funding — which is distributed 
through the Australia Council's Theatre 
Board. 

Many more have been slashed by 20 
per cent. 

Malcolm Blaycock, of Brisbane's La 
Boite Theatre, says that soon there may 
only be one theatre company left in each 
capital. ““If the government’s current at- 
titude continues, our smaller theatres 
will not be able to bear the burden. 
They'll all be forced to the wall,’’ he 
says. 

‘‘Perhaps, if we're lucky there’ll be 


one smaller company struggling behind a 


single State company. But that's all. 

‘La Boite will not close, however. Our 
community support is far too strong for 
that too happen.’ 

La Boite has lost $20,000 in general 
funding. But it retains a $32,000 grant 
for its Early Childhood Drama Project, 
which organises educational theatre in 
primary schools. 

Michael Fitzgerald, director of the 
Theatre Board, says: “Instead of thinly 
spreading the little money we have been 
allocated over a lot of groups, we decided 
to concentrate on dance and youth 
theatre — the two most vulnerable 
areas.’ 

But Malcolm Blaycock says smaller 
theatres are just as important. | 

And he says: ‘‘We are urging everyone 
to campaign with us to save the theatres 
and to reinstate the funds.

Charles Bronson. Times were hard for 
the two struggling actors and they were 
often on the breadline. 


In between acting jobs, Klugman work- 
ed as a bingo caller and a postal worker 
to make ends meet. 


His first big break came in 1949 when 
he landed a role in the New York stage 
play Saint Joan. 


He broke into films in 1956 and later 
moved over to TV, landing the prize role 
of sportswriter Oscar Madison in Neil 
Simon's The Odd Couple. 


Playing the loud-mouthed and slovenly 
Oscar was very easy for him. 

He said: '“Oscar is me — and I am 
Oscar. All I’ve got to do to play him is be 
myself.” eae 

Another thing he has in common with 
Oscar is his love of sport, especially horse 
racing — he now owns six racehorses. 

Klugman says: ‘‘When I go to the race 
track, nothing else exists. There are no 
phones and no one can get at me. 

“But I don’t go horse racing to make a 
fortune — I am doing that right now in 
TV. I go racing because it's a place to 
have a good time.”” 

But Klugman, who earns $75,000 for 
each episode of Quincy, also reckons he is 
having a good time acting. e 

“I want to spend the rest of my life in 
the theatre or TV and just act. 1 don't 
want to write, produce, or direct. I just — 
want to act.”” 
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I'm not the kind of guy who needs people 
around me all the time.’’ 

Klugman, who lives in a huge, sprawl- 
ing ocean-front apartment on Malibu 
Beach, California, admits he is a bit un- 
tidy. He puts a lot of it down to living 
alone. 

He says: ‘‘The laundry really piles up 
around here. I must have at least 1000 
pairs of socks to launder.’’ 


His freedom from marriage has meant 


‘that he no longer has to worry about the 
social graces.

MASH STAR Bill Christopher has 
revealed how he and his wife work 12 
hours a day to fight their son’s 
illness. 


In their private ordeal with their 13- 


year-old autistic son Ned, who is 
adopted, the couple are bravely battling 
to keep the boy out of an institution. 


To help beat the illness, which usually 


produces severe emotional disturbance 
and a withdrawn personality, the TV 


star is following a controversial program 
drawn up by a group of doctors in 


Philadelphia. It requires the couple to 
creep and crawl on the floor for hours. 


And Christopher, who plays Father 
Mulcahy, the compassionate priest on 
MASH, has explained how the unusual 
therapy is working. 


“Brain cells take over functions they 
would not normally perform, ’’ he said. 
‘‘So by creeping and crawling, something 
we don’t normally do, we can stimulate 
some of those cells into action. 


“It is like someone who loses the func- 


tion in half their brain and the other half 


of their body becomes paralysed. 


Through therapy, that person’s brain 
can learn to take over all the functions 


again. 

“There has been evidence that crawl- 
ing can improve someone’s reading abili- 
ty and other things.’’ 

Christopher admitted the dawn-to- 
dusk program is an enormous strain on 
his wife and him. | 

“Tt is totally exhausting at times, both 
physically and mentally, he said.‘‘But it 
is rewarding. — 

‘‘Of course we don’t know how long we 
will be able to keep it up or how far Ned 
will improve. But I felt we had to do 
something. 

“Tf we give up, it means he will even- 
tually end up in an institution. We both 
love him very much, and we hope he will 
not end up that way.’ 


The Christophers, who have another 


son, John, 15, became involved in the 
program three years ago when it was ob- 
vious that little else could be done for 
Ned. 

The boy had become absorbed in his 
fantasies and could not distinguish them 
from reality. ۱ 

“The institute's idea is that the best 
therapists for a kid with a problem are 
his parents, ’’ said Christopher. ‘‘Parents 
have the time and the love for the kid 
and are more likely to be whole- 
heartedly devoted to him.””
